State General 
Exceed ’76 By 

State General Fund cash 
revenue receipts during 11 
months of the current fiscal 
year were almost $350 mil¬ 
lion greater than cash ex¬ 
penditures for the same per¬ 
iod, State Controller Ken¬ 
neth Cory reported. 

“Revenue receipts are run¬ 
ning 18.76 per cent ahead of 
the same months during 
11)75-76, while expenditures 
have increased 13.45 per 
cent,” Cory said. “Since the 
General Fund started the 
year with a cash balance of 
over $864 million, there now 
is no doubt that the cash 
surplus this June 30 will be 
well over $1 billion — the 
only question is how much 
over $1 billion. 

“If current trends con¬ 
tinue, a surplus of $1.6 bil¬ 
lion is quite likely.” 

The July through May re¬ 
ceipts totaled $10,119,264,082 
while general fund govern¬ 
ment • cost expenditures for 
the same period were $9,- 
779,643,720.

State Controller Kenneth 
Cory announced the distribu¬ 
tion of $75,558,095 among 
the state, cities and counties 
as the June apportionment 
of highway users taxes. 

Los Angeles County’s 
share was $4,979,985, and 
Sierra Madre’s share was 
$9,943. 

A total of $19,287,192 went 
directly to the counties; $14,- 
489,487 to cities; $41,751,416 
for expenditures on state 
highways and $30,000 to the 
Bicycle Lane Account. 

The total apportionment 
was derived from the fol¬ 
lowing sources: gasoline tax, 
$69,807,302; diesel fuel tax,

Speaking 

Tax Elimination! 

For years, small 'business owners have been com¬ 
plaining bitterly about California's Business Inventory 
Tax, which subjects 50 per cent of the assessed value of 
business inventories to personal property taxation. 

The small business people say that thi s tax severely 
stifles their growth potential and cheats consumers of 
better selections and lower costs. Many merchants find 
they must reduce the selection of new items rather than 
to pay the tax on a larger inventory. Volume purchases 
are also discouraged by the tax, and thus the volume 
discounts which can 'be passed on to customers. 

There is also evidence that the tax is bad for the 
State’s “business climate.” A recent survey by the South¬ 
ern California Economic and Job Development Council 
found that the Business Inventory Tax was the one reason 
mentioned most often by firms that have relocated out¬ 
side of California. 

The National Federation of Independent Business, 500,- 
000 small business people across the country, recently 
poled its 52,000 California members and found that 81 per 
cent of those responding said they would expand their 
business operations in direct response to the complete 
elimination of the tax. 

And now is the time to eliminate it. The latest figures 
show that California now has a budget surplus of $1,508 
billion. The projected surplus for June 30, 1978, even 
after anticipated expenditures for property tax relief, the 
Serrano Court Decision and other contingencies are sub¬ 
tracted, is still $1,029 billion. 

The California Legislature is considering a bill (SB 
443) which would phase out the tax by increasing the 
business inventory exemption in five equal increments 
annually, until 100 per cent of the assessed value of busi¬ 
ness inventories is exempted from taxation by the 1982* 
83 fiscal year. 

This appears to be a practical solution for phasing 
out'the tax with minimum impact upon the State and 
local govenments and maximum impact on economic 
growth. 

With the exception of Alaska, all other Western States 
have either eliminated or are in the process of phasing 
out the Business Inventory Tax. 

The People Must Know

Those of us who have witnessed what was called the 
Watergate cover up have long been denied the facts about 
what is likely the biggest, most costly taxpayer cover-up 
in the history of this country. Generally the pension re¬ 
cords are “deep sixed” in closely guarded public vaults. 
Former public officials by the thousands are now retired 
and are drawing from one to five pensions paid for by 
taxpayers. 

This is arranged by a public servant retiring from 
one public job with a pension and then getting another 
public with another pension so on ad nauseum. 

In California, a person could get elected to the state 
legislature, serve eight years and retire on a pension. 
He could .next get elected to Congress and retire in four 
years and draw another pension. He could then get ap¬ 
pointed to another public job and retire on still another 
pension. 

I must talk about the retirement of Fire Chief Ken¬ 
neth Long from the City of Los Angeles at age 52. Fire 
Chief Long was and is a good man, and a friend of mine. 
(He did a good job, and this is not to blame him or down¬ 
grade him at all. What I write here is about the tax¬ 
payer, and what is happening to him. 

Fire Chief Long served the City for some 30 years, 
with an average salary over thi s span of years of about 
$20,000 per year.A total of about $600,000. He was not in 
the Chiefs job very long. 

His retirement pay for this service will amount to 
slightly over $41,000 a year. If he lives to be 75, which is 
very likely, his total retirement pay will amount to $943,- 
000, 90 his salary and pension will add up to $1,543,000. 
If he should happen to have a Wife who survives him, 
the pension will be much higher. This means his cost to 
the taxpayers over the 30 years will be about $51,000 
per year. 

Thi s is not Chief Long’s fault. It is the fault of a 
system that has been built in to public employee service 
by legislature. In fact Chief Long could get another pub¬ 
lic job and build up another comparable pension. Fifty- 
two is a young age these days. 

Chief Long is not the first man to get a public pen¬ 
sion of more than one million dollars, nor will he be 
the last. Public pensions get higher every year. 

Today there are 81 million Americans drawing money 
from the government compared to 71 million drawing 
money from the private free enterprise system. “We hold 
these truths to be self evident. All men are created equal.” 

Californons Pay! 

Californians will pay 11.1 per cent of the federal tax 
burden for the 1976-77 fiscal year and paid more than 
they received in federal grants in 1975-76. 

The annaul study of government costs by Tax Foun¬ 
dation is based upon formulas established in 1966 and 
adjusted annually according to law changes. They basical¬ 
ly attempt to calculate the cost according to the actual 
origin of tax dollars. Tobacco taxes, for example, are col¬ 
lected mainly in a few Southern states but are paid by 
smokers in all states. 

California was one of 20 states which paid more 
federal taxes than were received in federal grants in 
1975*76, paying $1.10 to receive $1. In addition, much 
of that money received from the federal government re¬ 
quired state and local matching money. Generally it is 
estimated that it will take $1 in local money to match 
$3 in federal funds. Thus the cost of federal funds be¬ 
comes even heavier. 

Connecticut residents paid $1.45 to receive $1 in fed¬ 
eral grants for the highest loss ratio and Mississippi paid 
50 cents to get back $1 for the greatest benefit ratio. 

Of total federal grants in aid to state and local gov¬ 
ernments in 1975-76 of $56,354.5 million, California re¬ 
ceived $5,777.0 million and sent $6,366.3 million to Wash¬ 
ington in return. 

The loss ratio on federal revenue sharing was not 
a s great That cost California $1.03 per $1 returned. Of a 
total of $6,238.1 million in revenue sharing, $656.5 million 
came back to California at a cost of $675.0 million. 

The 11.1 per cent tax burden of Californians has re¬ 
mained fairly constant in recent years. It is' a guide to 
indicate how much of the federal income is paid by Cali¬ 
fornia residents and businesses. However, it is difficult 
to allocate the state’s share of the federal debt. If that 
debt had to be paid off the state probably would pay it 
off at the same percentage as the share of tax burden. 
Translated in terms of the federal spending for 10(76-77 
of $447.3 billion, this would mean California’s share would 
be $49.65 billion, part of that in debt.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8. Fix dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.

Dear Editor: 

Our President and other 
VIPs persist in calling this 
nation a Democracy, though 
they know very well it is a 
Republic. The word “Demo¬ 
cracy” appears nowhere in 
the Declaration of Indepen 
deuce, the Constitution, or 
the Constitutions of any of 
the fifty states. 

Our well-read Founding 
Fathers knew that the es¬ 
sence of freedom is the 
li irritation of governme n t, 
and so they gave us a Con¬ 
stitutional Republic, with a 
built-in diffusion of powers, 
checks and balances. You re¬ 
member Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin’s reply to the questioning 
woman after the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention: "We have 
given you a Republic, Ma¬ 
dam, if you can keep it.” 
Wise words. Prophetic, too, 
for the deliberate propagan¬ 
da drive, leading Americans 
to believe their Republic is 
a Democracy, has nev e r 
ceased. 

The ominous story of the 
U.S. Army Training Manual 
is known only to the dig¬ 
gers into history, the seekers 
after truth. And of course 
to those who planned the 
perfidy! In 1928 the Training 
Manual defined Democracy 
thusly: “A government of 


the masses. Authority de¬ 
rived through mass meet¬ 
ing or any other form of 
‘direct’ expression. Res,ults in 
mobocracy. Attitude toward 
property is communistic — 
negating property righ t s. 
Attitude toward law is that 
the will of the majority shall 
regulate, whether it be based 
upon deliberation or gov¬ 
erned by passion, prejudice, 
and impulse, without re¬ 
straint or regard to conse¬ 
quence. Results in demago- 
gism, license, agitation, dis¬ 
content, anarchy.” 

Obviously, this very sound 
definition had to go. By 
1952, the Army was (using 
The Soldier’s Guide, a De¬ 
partment of the Army Field 
Manual, with a new defini¬ 
tion of Democracy. You 
couldn’t find a more funda¬ 
mental change. “Meaning cf 
Democracy Because the Uni¬ 
ted States is a Democracy, 
the majority of our people 
decide how our government 
will be organized and run . .” 

Franklin Roosevelt once 
said: “In politics, nothing 
happens by accident. If it 
happens, you can bet it was 
planned that way.”
